During  the  present  session  of  tbe  Impe- 
rial Parliament  whilst  the  Army  Estimttes 
for  1862-3  ware  under  discussion,  Mr.  A. 
Mills  offered  a  reaolulion  declaring,  "  That 
•this  House  while  fully  MOOgniMOfl  the  claims 
of  all  portions  of  the  British  Kmpirn  to  Im- 
perial aid  in  their  protection  against  perils 
arising  from  Imperial  policy,  is  of  opinion 
that  colonies  exercising  the  ri«ht  of  self- 
government  ought  to  undertake  the  main  res- 
ponsibility or  providing  for  their  own  internal 
order  and  security.'    This  however  did  not 
snit  the  views  ot  Mr.  Baxter,  who  added— 
4,thatauch  colonies  ought  to  o*«t.vt  in  their  own 
external  defence."     With  the   passage  of 
this  resolution  and  amendment,  an  entirely 
new  doctrine  has  been  inaugurated  respect- 
ing military  expenditure  in  the  colonies. 
Hitherto  all  the  expense  of  the  defence  and 
protection  of  the  colonies  both  external  and 
internal,  has  been  borne  by  the  Imperial 
Government,  with  the  exception  of  the  Aus- 
tralian provinces,  New  Zealand,  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  Ceylon,  and  Mauritius.  The 
army  estimates  fur  the  colonies  lor  1862-3  are 
£3,718,467;  and  out  of  this  sum  the  four  last 
named  colonies  will  repay  £109.280,  but  the 
amount  from  Australia  is  uncertain.  British 
North  America  pays  nothing ;  yet  the  esti- 
mate for  Canada,  New  Brnnswiok,  and  Nova 
8ootia,  is  £1.035,152,  and  British  Columbia 
£8,396.    The  self-governing  colonies,  who 
rill  have  to  provide  wholly  for  their  internal

Nova  Scotia,  New  Foundland,  Prince  Ed- 
wards Island,  and  Vancouver  Island,  in 
America;  New  South  Wales,  Queensland, 
Victoria,  South  Australia,  New  Zealand  aud 
Tasmania,  in  Australia ;  aud  Cape  of  Good 
Hope  and  Natal,  in  Africa— fourteen  self- 
governing  coloniea  in  all,  although  it  is 
somewhat  ludicrous  to  style  this  a  self- 
governing  colony.  With  the  exception  of 
British  America,  nearly  all  the  leading  oolo- 
nies  pay  something  to  support  the  army.  Great 
unanimity  waa  manifested  by  leading  mem- 
bers of  both  Houses  on  this  question.  Mr. 
Gladstone  held  in  support  of  the  new  doc- 
trine, that  "  no  community  which  is  not 
primarily  charged'  with  the  ordinary  busi- 


its  own  defence  is  really,  or  can 
be,  in  the  full  sense  of  the  word,  a  free 
community."  Aud  that  to  enjoy  free- 
dom, burdens  have  lo  be  borne.  Among 
other  speakers  was  Mr.  Halliburton,  "  Sam 
Slick,"  who  repudiated  the  idea  of  making 
the  colonies  pay  any  part  of  the  army  esti 
mates  Such,  no  doubt,  will  be  the  general 
feeling  in  tbe  Eastern  Provinces.  So  long  as 
they  are  deprived  of  a  voice  in  the  national 
councils,  so  long  as  they  are  not  permitted  to 
have  their  own  say  in  making  war  or  peace, 
just  so  long  will  the  payment  of  army  esti- 
mates be  objectionable  either  for  internal 
or  external  defence.  If  matters  be  sufficient- 
ly quiet  in  tbe  States  tor  the  Imperial  Gov- 
ernment to  withdraw  thereinlorcements  sent 
to  the  provinces  last  fall,  there  is  no  doubt 
bat  they  will  retire  to  England  in  the 
spring  ;  and  the  small  force  ordinarily  left 
in  the  garrisons  for  internal  uefence,  are 
•Iso  likely  to  bs  withdrawn,  except  pro- 
vision  be  made  by  the  Home  Govern- 

do  without  soldiers.    In  care  of  necessity 
to  aid  the  civil  magistrate  in  quelling  any 
internal  broils,  volunteer  companies  will  be 
preferred  to  regulars.    As  for  taxing  them- 
.elves  for  external  defence,  whilst  the  pre- 
sent colonial  relations  exist,  nothing  is  more 
improbable.    A  colonial  navy  is  mythical. 
Mr.  Halliburton,  when  he  told  Mr.  Adderly, 
who  was  urging  the  taxation  of  the  colonies 
for  external  defence,  that  he  did  not  know 
what  he  was  talking  about,  told  the  truth. 
As  we  are  included  among  those  colonies 
who  are  expected  to  pay  for  military  services, 
we  oanoot  but  regard  the  newly  inaugurated 
policy  with  regret.    We  had  hoped  that  Im 
perial  aid  would  have  constructed  one  or 
two  i ron -clad  floating  batteries  for  our  pro- 
tection, and  sent  us  a  regiment  or  two  of  the 
line.    But  now  it  appears  to  be  next  to  hope- 
less. Certainly  so  in  time  of  peace,  so  far  as  a 
military  police  la  concerned.    In  the  present 
condition  of  these  colonies,  no  one  will 
scarcely  be  bold  enough  to  advocate  the 
imposition  of  any  tax  to  pay  soldiers.  To 
keep  up  a  well-disciplined  militia  and  vol 
unteer  companies,  some  aid  will  have  to  be 
provided.    Beyond  that  it  is  not  likely  that 
military  estimates  will  very  soon  be  framed 
in  thia  colony.    British  Columbia  may  pos 
sibly  have  such  a  burden  imposed  on  it,  if  it 
does  not  within  a  brief  period  obtain  tree  in- 
stituiions.

against  the  spread  of  fire.   Those  who  are 
enterprising  enough  to  construct  brick  build- 
ings, will   not  be  liable  to  be  taxed  so 
heavily  by  insurance  companies  as  a  pro 
taction  against  mushroom  houses  ereoted  in 
a  day  that  will  ignite  like  tinder  and  burn 
like  tow.    Whilst  we  second  the  speedy 
passage  of  such  a  law— hoping  some  pro- 
vision ol  the  kind  may  pass  within  the  next 
twenty-four  hours— we  scarcely  understand 
what  is  the  all-powerful  reason  for  a  special 
act,  separate  and  distinct  from  the  incorpor- 
ation bill.    If  the  government  be  in  earnest 
about  incorporating  the  town,  why  not  give 
the  City  Fathers  power  to  fix  the  boundaries 
of  fire  limits,  instead  of  the  legislature? 
Let  an  Act  be  passed  such  as  Mr.  Cary  prom- 
ises, and  very  shortly  another  will  be  re- 
quired  to  extend  the  limits.    The  conse- 
quence la  a  alow  and  cumbrous  mode  of 
legislation,  for  town  purposes  will  have  to 
be  resorted  to  whenever  a  modification  of 
the  law  ia  required.    The  proper  parlies  to 
manage  such  a  question  are  the  City  Fa- 
thers.   A  town  ordinance  would  reach  the 
object,  be  effectual  to  all  intents  and  purpo- 
ses, and  if  necessary  to  be  repealed,  or 
amended  could  be  done  in  the  time  occu- 
pied by  our  dead-and-alive  legislature  in 
thinking  over  it.    If,  however,  we  couple 
the  Fire  Limits  bill  with  the  grading  of  Fort 
street,  what  conclusion  will  be  come  to,  ex- 
cept that  Government  has  no  intention  of 
incorporating  the  town?    If  immediate  ne- 
cessity requires  the  enactment  of   a  fire 
limit  law,  that  affords  no  sulietantiel  reason 
why  the  enactment  ordaining  fire  limits 
should  not  proceed  from  the  Town  Council 
Were  the  Legislature  so  disposed,  the  in- 
corporation bill  could  be  passed  within  forty- 
eight  hours,  aud  within  ten  d«ys  tbe  town 
council  could  be  organised,  and  in  full  blast. 
So  that  within  such  a  period  as  it  will  take 
to  pass  tbe  Fire  Limit  Law,  we  might  have 
all  the  civic  machinery  set  up  to  prevent  the 
erection  of  wooden  buildiugs  in  certain  lim- 
its, aa  well  as  make  provision  for  kindred 
objects.    In  plain  English,  Mr.  Csry  is  either 
humbugging  the  townspeople  about  an  act 
of  incorporation,  or  else,  as  he  always  does, 
he  is  taking  the  wrong  means  to  reach 
laudable  object.    An  act  of  incorporation 
would  give  directory  authority  ou  which  to 
bund  a  civio  ordinance;  but  in  its  place  we 
are  to  have  a  special  act  that  must  make  a 
>assage  of  17,000  miles  to  England  before  it 
reaches  the  highest  legislative  sanction  in 
tbe  nation.  No  practical  person  would  think 
of  sending  an  act  on  such  a  pilgrimage,  when 
a  more  simple,  direct  and  less  troublesome 
mode  of  legislation  would  reach  the  object 
We  want  to  see  some  enactment  to  prevent 
the  erection  tf  inflammable  buildings,aod  see 
it  enacted  without  any  delay;  but  if  the  gov- 
ernment are  not  intent  on  bamboozling  the 
town  about  incorporation,  let  the  Fire  Limit 
Law  take  the  shape  of  a  town  ordinance.

Romantic  Death  or  a  Young  Student. 
On  Wednesday  afternoon  a  long  inquiry 
waa  gone  into  before  Mr.  John  Humphreys, 
one  of  the  coroners  for  Middlesex,  in  tbe 
drawing-room  of  Dr.  Bletchley.  of  7  Taber- 
nacle-walk,  City  nmd,   lo   inveatigate  the 
death  of  Mr.  Frank  Taylor,  aged  21  years,  a 
medical  student,  highly  connected,  who  com- 
mitted self-destruction  by  swallowing  a  large 
quantity  of  pru«sio  acid.    Mrs.  Bletchley 
seid—u  The  deceased  was  a  pupil  of  my 
husband,  and  I  last  saw  him  alive  on  Sunday 
night  last,  about   half  past  eight  o'clock, 
when  he  came  homo  and  remained  some 
time  knocking  at  the  door.    He  waa  not  out 
long,  but  he  stumbleit  as  he  ascended  the 
stairs.    I  believe  that  he  shortly  afterwards 
went  into  his  own  room,  and  locked  himself 
in.    1   did   not  see  the  deceased  again." 
Dr.  Betchley  said  that  he  was  called  by  one 
of  the  servants  in  the  morning,  and",  on  find- 
ing the  door  of  the  deceased's  room  fasten- 
ed, he  cut  away  the  side  of  the  woodwork, 
and  made  a  forcible  entry  into  the  apartment. 
He  found  that  the  door  had  been  fastened 
bv  a  bolt.    He  discovered  the  deceased  ly- 
ing on  the  bed  in  a  composed  state,  and  the 
bed  clothes  covered  over  him.    There  was 
some  frothy  mucus  upon  the  pillow,  He 
could  smell  a  strong  odour  of  prussic  acid 
He  searched  the  room,  and  found  a  bottle  in 
the  wash  hand-basin,  which   contained  a 
small  portion  of  prussic  acid,  aud  the  appear 
ance  of  the  body  was  that  of  a  person  who 
had  died  from  the  effects  of  that  poison, 
Witness  then  searched  the  deceased's  pock 
ets,  and  found  two  letters.    One  was  direct- 
ed lo  Mrs.  Bletchley.  and  the  other  to  a 
young  lady,  his  sweetheart,  who  resided  in 
the  country.    The  letters  were  in  ihe  de- 
ceased's own  handwriting,  and  had  been 
written  shortly  before  the  deceased's  death. 
One  of  the  letters  ran  as  follows : — ''My  dear 
Mrs.  Bletchley.    When  you  will  receive  this 
I  shall  be  no  more.    I  have  poisoned  myself 
with  6  drachms  of  prussic  acid,  which  I  ob- 
tained at  tbe  shop.    May  the  Lord  have 
mercy  on  me,  and  pardon  me  for  my  sins. 
Let  my  poor  girl  Lutty  know  this  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  send  her  the  le'.ter  as  directed. 
Send  to  my  friends  by  tbe  telegraph.    I  am 
sorry  it  should  have  occurred  in  your  hoosaj; 
but    1  could  not  bear    up    against  my 
troubles  any  longer.  (Signed)  Frank  Taylor.' 
e   deceased  left  a  number  of  triukets 
ks  aud  other  things,  to  various  persons 
ave  bis  gold  watch  to  his  sweetheart, 
to  Whom  he  bad  addressed  a  long  letter, 
which  filled  four  folios  of  foolscap  puper. 
The  document  was  written  in  a  very  affec- 
liouale  manner,  praying  God  to  forgive  him 
for  the  wicked  act  of  suicide  which  he  bad 
committed.    The  Coroner  also  read  ihe  oopy 
of  a  prayer  which  had  been  written  by  the 
deceased  to  be  read  ou  the  day  of  his  death.

It  can no  t^  be  long  before  the  finny 
tribes  will  be  turned  to  a  profitable  account. 
The  combined  industrial  interests  of  the 
coast  will  prove  a  nursery  for  seamen  and 
lay  a  broad  foundation  on  which  to  build  up 
a  commercial  marine  destined  to  whiten  the 
Pacific  with  their  soils.    Owing  to  the  free 
trade  regulations  of  our  Customs'  Depart 
ment.  we  have  no  roenns  of  arriving 
a  correct  eetimate  of  the  value  of 
Northwest  trade.     From  the  number 
vessels  engaged  in  it,  we  should  judge  that  it 
is  considerable.    One  feature  however  in  the 
trade  is  repugnant  to  our  sense  of  right  and 
humanity — the  truffic  in  liquor  between  the 
traders  and  Indians.    With  the  exception  of 
the  Hudson  Bey  Company,  nearly  all  ves- 
•els  engaged  in  trading  voyage*  carry  more 
or  less  whisky,  and  its  destructive  and  hell' 
ish  effect*  on  the  savages  can  bettor  be  im- 
agined than  described.

Should  the  Stickeen  country  turn  out  to 
be  as  rich  in  gold  as  manv  anticipate,  it  will 
five  an  astonishing  impetus  to  our  coasting 
trade.    Many  persons  are  only  waiting  for 
reliable   intelligence   from    that  quarter. 
Once  assured  that  the  deposits  are  extensive 
and  remunerative,  there  will  be  a  grand 
rush  of  all  classes.    Within  the  next  six 
week*  we  ought  to  have  new*  that  will 
definitely  settle  the  question— confirm  or 
deny  the  discoveries  of  Choquette.  There 
are  enough  miners  there  to  test  the  mine*  ; 
penetrate  high  into  the  tributaries  of  the 
Stickeen.  where  coarse  gold  exists,  if  it  exists 
there  in  remunerative  quantities  at  nil.  The 
eenerst  impression  seem,  to  be  that  exten- 
sive gold-fields  will  be  found.    Should  that 
impression  be  confirmed  by  early  accounts, 
an  organised  government  will  have  to  be 
established.    In  such  a  case  policy,  and  in- 
terest would  dictate  the  annexation  of  that 
country  to  British  Columbia.  We  have  one 
colonial  government  too  many  on  this  coast 
already.  The  creation  of  another  would  only 
shackle  trade  still  more.  We  want  a  govern- 
asent,one  and  indivisible  for  the  whole  British 
Possessions  on  the  Pacific,  that  would  place 
the  coasting  trad*  entirely  in  our  own  bands, 
so  foreign  bottoms  could  not  Compete  with  us. 
Thus  ear  own  vessels  would  be  protected, 
whereas  the  navigation  laws  now  force  them 
to  compete,  or  exposes  them  to  competition 
with  foreign  eralt.   In  fostering  the  growth 
of  our  shipping,  we  believe  one  of  the  strong- 
est inducement*  ean  be  found  for  consolidat- 
ing our  whole  territory  under  our  govern- 
ment.

Mrs.  Qdell.  It  is  eaid.  had  only  left  the  house  for  a 
feir  moment.,  and  ou  her  return  fouud  that  the 
look  of  the  back  door  had  been  foroed  and  the 
door  waa  swinging  open.  Proceeding  to  the  bu- 
reau she  discovered  that  the  money— amounting 
to  a  sum  between  *800  and  $700— had  been  ab- 
stracted. The  burglary  must  hate  been  effected 
In  the  dark,  and  nothing  but  the  money  was  dis- 
turbed; hence  it  is  inferred  that  the  thief  knew 
exactly  where  the  rioh  prise  waa  hidden— that  he 
possessed,  In  fact,  the  confidence  of  the  family, 
and  had  obtained  full  knowledge  of  the  position  of 
affairs  before  he  entered  on  the  undertaking.  We 
venture  to  predict  that  if  the  roams  la  ever  cap- 
tured be  will  not  be  found  to  belong  to  the  organ- 
ised gang  of  burglars  long  known  to  exist  here. 

The  Police,  if  they  desire  to  see  their  efforts  to 
ferret  out  the  perpetrators  of  this  burglary  crowned 
with  success,  must  look  to  higher  game  than  reg- 
ular cracksmen.  

Dbad  Boot  Fotmu— *•  Hukdir  most  Fool." 
—About  3  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  tbe  body  or 
a  man  was  found  floating  in  the  water,  about  30 
feet  from  the  west  shore  of  the  harbor,  at  a  point 
opposite  the  S  >ngish  Indian  Lodge  standing  near- 
est the  Hospital.  Some  Indians  towed  the  body 
ashore,  when  it  was  ascertained  to  be  that  of  a 
man  6  feet  6  or  7  inches  in  heighth,  and  so  far  ad- 
vanced in  decomposition  as  to  be  unrecognisable. 
It  had  evidently  lain  in  the  water  for  some  months. 
Around  the  neek  of  the  eorpse  and  across  the 
mouth  was  tightly  fastened  a  rope  some  7  feet  in 
length,  to  one  end  of  which  was  a  stone  weighing 
nearly  89  pounds.  In  the  month  of  deceased, 
and  at  the  back  of  bis  neck,  a  small  piece  of  shirt 
remained,  a  portion  of  which  had  evidently  been 
I  as  a  gag  to  stifle  the  expiring  cries  or  the  victim 
I  thrown  into  the  water,  A  pair  at  blue 


wsa  the  only  article  of  clothing  found  on 
ae  body.  It  is  impossible  to  say  at  present 
whether  the  remains  are  those  of  a  white  man  or 
an  Indian,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  foul  mur- 
der has  been  committed,  and  that  the  rope  and 
stone  were  used  to  sink  the  body,  in  order  to  hide 
the  crime.  The  body  was  brought  to  tbe  wharf  by 
officers  Jones  and  Smith,  and  boxed.  A  Coroner's 
inquest  will  be  held  this  morning,  at  11  o'clock, 
when  all  persons  sammoned  as  jurors  are  expect- 
ed to  be  punctual,  or  a  fine  will  be  inflicted.  In 
ease  the  steamer  should  arrive,  the  j urors  will  meet, 
answer  to  their  names,  viow  the  body,  and  stand 
adjourned  until  to-morrow.  The  body  will  be  ex- 
hibited for  the  purpose  of  identification  at  liar 
o'clock  this  morning.

tion.— The  order  from  the  Police  Superintendent 
requiring  all  Indian  men  and  women  to  leave 
the  town  and  vicinity  inetanter,  net  only  affects 
those  who  may  reside  with  partners  of  their  own 
race,  bat  also  reaches  many  eitizens  who  have  co- 
habited with  native  women  for  years,  and  by. whom 
they  have  had  children,  without  having  the  union 
legslised  by  marriage.  This  class  of  citizens  are 
in  a  quandary.  Their  women  have  been  warned 
off,  and  the  men,  as  a  matter  of  course,  can- 
not accompany  them, nor  can  they  permit  their  off- 
spring to  do  so,  and  thereby  expose  them  to  the 
small-pox  and  kindred  diseases,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  state  of  moral  corruption  and  turpi- 
tude into  which  they  would  surely  fall  under 
the  skillful  education  of  tbe  red-skinned  friends 
of  their  maternal  relatives.  The  women,  with 
true  motherly  affection  for  their  young,  natur- 
ally refuse  to  be  separated  from  them,  and  threaten, 
if  sent  away,  to  skulk  in  the  adjacent  forests 
and  steal  the  children  at  the  first  convenient  oppor- 
tunity. As  the  order  requiring  their  removal  Is  un- 
derstood to  be  peremptory,  the  question  becomes  a 
knotty  one,  and  the  knots,  to  our  view,  can  only 
be  untied  by  drawing  them  still  tighter  with  the 
assistance  of.  a  clergyman.  There  seems  to  be  no 
other  path  left  open  for  the  luekless  wights  to 
pursue.  They  have  got  themselves  into  a  bad  fix 
and  decidedly  the  best  plan  that  can  be  adopted 
is  to  make  the  best  of  a  bad  bargain  and  honest 
women  of  their  paramours  at  the  same  time.  By 
this  means,  if  they  cannot  themselves  attain  to 
any  very  exalted  status  in  society,  they  will  at 
least  legitimatise  their  offspring,  and  send  them 
forth  into  the  world  free  from  tne  taint  or  illegiti- 
macy which  would  otherwise  attach  itself  to  them, 
and  at  tbe  same  time  end,  now  and  forever,  all 
attempts  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  to  separate 
from  the  chosen  partners  of  their  bosom 
whom  they  have  ate,  drank  and  slept  for 
years.

The  Foul  Murder.— Coroner  Dickson  yester- 
day held  an  Inquest  at  the  Boomerang  Inn  over 
the 
fore 

The  body  was  la  an  advanced  state  of  decomposi- 
tion, and  gave  evidence  of  having  lain  in  the 
water  for  a  considerable  length  of  time.  Dr.  Hag- 
gin  made  a  superficial  examination  of  tbe  body, 
and  was  unable  to  discover  any  positive  marks  of 
externsl  injury.  Pieces  of  a  linen  sack  were  dis- 
coverable beneath  the  rope,  which  crossed  the 
mouth,  and.was  then  passed  around  the  neek  of 
deceased  in  such  a  manner  as  to  render  strangula- 
tion speedy  and  certain.  The  sack  was  evidently 
intended  to  envelope  the  head  of  the  victim  be- 
fore death.  Several  locks  of  coarse  black  BE*  still 
remained  attacked  to  the  skull  (which  was  not  that 
of  a  Flathead  Indian)  and  it  is  therefore  believed 
that  the  remains  are  those  of  a  Northern  Indian, 
who  has  fallen  a  victim  to  the  jealous  or  revenge- 
ful promptings  of  some  fellow  countrymen.  No 
article  was  found  in  ths  pockets  of  the  pants  that 
would  lead  to  identification.  The  jury  rendered  a 
verdict  of  wilful  murder  against  some  person  or 
persons  to  them  unknown,  and  the  body  was  inter- 
red at  colonial  e: 


No  Caaw.— The  pilots  experience  consider- 
able difficulty  in  boarding  outward  bound  ves- 
sels now-a-days,  ir.  consequence  of  the  want  of  a 
crew.

If  the  Pilot  Bill  should  pass  the  House  of 
this  session,, and  become  law,  the  pilots 
stand  ready  to  keep  a  suitable  boat  continually 
c ruiz  ng  off  Race  Rocks.  The  additional  security 
which  such  sn  arrangement  would  afford  vessels 
visiting  this  harbor,  should  alons  prove  a  suf- 
ficient inducement  for  the  Immediate  passage  of 
so  necessary  a  measure.  

Flour  and  Barley.—  The  arrival  of  the  bark 
Architect  and  brig  Emily  W.  Seyburn,  hae  placed 
onr  merchants  in  receipt  of  between  600  and  700 
barrels  of  California  fiour,  not  a  barrel  of  which, 
we  are  informed,  can  be  bought  at  a  figure  lower 
than  $12  60  or  $13.

The  News. 


Ths  all-absorbing  topio  in  Europe  and 
America  is  still  tbe  civil  war.  The  Pope 
and  Victor  Emanuel,  and  Prsncc  snd  Mexi- 
co  corns  in  for  s  brief  notice.  The  Pied- 
montese,  it  is  said,  will  soon  occupy  Rome 
as  ths  Prenoh  General,  Guyon,  has  been  or- 
dered to  Pens.  Hit  Holiness  is  reported  to 
be  slrsady  to  evacuate  Old  Rome  "  the  sev- 
en-billy" as  soon  as  they  make  their  appear- 
ance. Where  be  and  Bomba  will  find  an 
asylum,  if  forced  to  leave,  the  telegrams 
give  no  intimation.  Ths  resignation  of  Ri- 
cauoli,  end  the  slevation  of  Rataszi  to  lbs 
poet  of  premier  to  Viotor  Emanuel,  com- 
bined with  the  organization  of  societies  an- 
der  toe  leadership  of  Garibaldi  in  favor  of 
the  absorption  ol  tbe  Papal  States  snd  Ve- 
netian indicate  that  stirring  events  from  Itsly 
may  ba  expeoted  ere  long.  A  telegram 
states  that  England  had  agreed  with  France 
to  interfere  in  the  affairs  of  tbe  United 
States,  if  tbe  French  forces  were  withdrawn 
from  Rome.  We  deem  lbs  report  antra's. 
Neither  do  we  see  any  ground  for  believing 
(bat  England  seriously  entertains  the  idea  of 
interfering  ia  Amerioun  affaire  to  restore 
peace.  Both  England  and  France  are  Buf- 
fering severely  from  the  stagnation  in  trade 
with  the  States  ;  still,  it  is  not  at  all  probable 
that  either  will,  within  any  brief  period, 
oooupy  other  than  a  neutral  position,  la 
Mexico  the  French  army  is  advancing  to- 
wards the  City  of  Mexico.  Tbo  Mexicans, 
lumover,  era  resolutely  opposing  them  ;  and 
aa  tbey  advance  closing  up  the  communica- 
tion with  Vera  Cruz.  Mora  French  rein- 
forcements are  expeoted.  Tbe  Mexican 
Government  has  ratified  the  treaty  of  settle- 
ment with  England  io  spile  of  French  pro- 
tests to  the  contrary.  The  subjugation  of 
that  republic  to  French  arms  within  a  brief 
period  is  not  improbable. 

Io  the  States  public  attention  is  absorbed 
by  tbo  belligerent  armies  at  Richmond  and 
Corinth.  The  advanced  guard  of  the  Fed- 
erals is  within  thiee  miles  of  Richmond, 
whilst  Gen.  McClellen  is  only  thirteen  dis- 
tant. The  impression  scorns  to  be  there  that 
the  Confederates  will  not  evacuate  Rich- 
mood.  President  Davis  has  assured  the 
Rebel  Virginia  legislature  that  be  does  not 
intend  to  leave  the  State.  If  so,  a  battle  in 
front  of  Richmond  is  not  improbable.  The 
retreat  frem  Manasses  and  the  vigorous  op- 
position to  the  advance  of  the  Federals,  has 
prolonged  the  campaign  so  that  if  Pavis  can 
hold  his  position  for  a  month  or  six  weeks 
longer,  the  summer's  heat  will  be  entirely 
in  bis  favor.  Already  disease  is  making 
rapid  advances  in  the  Federal  camp.  Two 
rations  u  day  of  whisky  and  quinine  are  served 
out.  It  fact  the  whole  Federal  army  is  suf- 
feringgreatly ;  so  much  so  indeed  that  the 
enlisting  of  volunteers  has  been  commenced 
again.  The  new  call  for  volunteers  is  set 
down  at  60,000  or  100,000  men.  The  object 
is  to  fill  up  the  lueses  in  the  active  regiments 
which  chows  that  the  killed,  wounded,  pris- 
oners, sick,  and  those  who  may  die  from  dis- 
ease must  he  very  numerous.  The  confed- 
erates in  Virginia  are  doubles*  suffering 
great  losses  from  the  same  causes.  Still  they 
present  a  determined  front  to  the  North;  and 
if  pressed  too  hard  by  McClellan  may  evacu- 
ate Richmond.  But  it  is  not  at  present 
likely  thst  they  u  ill  leave  Virginia.  Far- 
ther South  the  difficulty  in  getting  supplies 
would  soon  force  on  the  bieaking  np  of  the 
grand  army.  Beauregard's  nrmy  at  Corinth 
is  suffering  from  short  supplies.  He  is  said 
to  have  130,000;  yet  the  only  avenue  open 
through  which  to  draw  provisions  is  the  rail- 
road to  Memphis.  Little  or  nothing  can  be 
had  from  Mississippi  or  AlabsreiB.  Six 
hundred  men  siok  and  wounded  a  day  are 
sent  away.  So  sickness  and  short  rations 
are  likely  to  make  the  seiye  of  Corinth  a 
terrible  affair.  A  fight  would  be  welcome. 
But  Hnlleck  don't  »eem  so  inclined,  lie  is 
continually  getting  reinforcements  from  the 
East,  yet  beyond  a  skirmish  in  which  forty 
killed,  nothing  serious  has  occurred. 

There  appears,  however,  nothing  for  the 
Federals  either  at  Richmond  or  Corinth  bnt 
to  fight.  We  may  thus  fairly  expeot  a  des- 
perate conflict  at  both  places  soon.  The 
signs  of  Union  sentiments  in  the  South  on 
which  suoh  reliance  has  bten  placed,  are 
very  few.  In  Beauregard's  array  the  Ten- 
nesseenns  and  Missouriaus  are  said  to  be 
disinclined  to  tight  since  their  States  have 
come  under  Federal  sway  ;  Georgians  refuse 
io  burn  their  property  ;  and  Gov.  Clark  has 
ordered  home  the  North  Carolina  regiments 
from  Richmond,  and  refuses  to  send  any 
mere  soldiers  to  aid  President  Davis.  These 
are  not  very  strong  indications  of  returning 
loyally.  Among  the  signs  of  the  intensity 
of  Southern  feeling  we  note  the  report  of  nu- 
merous guerrilla  depredations.  Should 
either  of  the  grand  armies  of  the  Confede- 
rate* be  foroed  by  defeat  or  short  supplies  to 
break  up,  guerrilla  warfrre  will  in  all  proba- 
bility spread  itself  over  the  entire  rebel  States 
Already  the  Confederates  have  called  for 
church-bells  to  oust  light  field-pieces  so  that 
thsy  esn,  if  necessary,  do  without  their 
heavy  navy  and  fortification  guns.
